Town  Meeting  will  recess  until  7:00  P.M.  Friday,  March  11,  1983 
when  Article  2  and  the  remaining  articles  of  the  warrant  will  be 
acted  upon. 

Article  2:  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  Town  Property,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Social 
Security,  Town  Officers  Salaries,  Town  Officers  Expenses,  Legal 
Expenses,  Debt  Service,  Insurance,  Planning  Board  Expenses,  Conmunity 
Services,  and  any  other  charges  arising  within  the  Town  as  proposed 
under  "Appropriations  which  Comprise  Town  Charges"  printed  elsewhere 
in  this  report.  (See  page  12  ) 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  such  sums  as  are  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  4:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  standing 
committees,  or  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relative  thereto.

Bob  Geisel, 
Budget  Chairman,  recommended  passing  over  this  article  as  a  later  article 
will  cover  this.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Article  24  -  Afoved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,600  for  the  purchase  of  hose,  fittings  and  accessories  for  the  Fire 
Department . 

Article  25  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,550 
"for  the  purchasing  of  gear  and  monitors  for  the  Fire  Department  personnel. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  26  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  support  and  go  on  record  as  supporting 
the  adoption  of  a  returnable  contained  system  for  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  record  of  this  vote  is  to  be  sent  to  the  General  Court. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  27  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a 
study  group  of  not  fewer  than  six  members  to  study  the  feasibility  of 
purchasing  the  Fairgrounds.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  28  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  purchase 
the  Fairground  property.  Authorize  the  Selectmen  to  use  the  Burnham 
Lot  Fund  of  $16,000  and  borrow  the  balance  not  to  exceed  $35,000. 
Amendment  by  the  Budget  Committee  moved  and  seconded  to  use  $9,000  from 
the  Burnham  Lot  Fund  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  $42,000  to  be 
repaid  over  a  period  of  five  years  at  10|%  interest.  Reported  Town  land 
(White  Lot)  could  be  sold  for  $7,500  to  $8,500  and  this  money  put  toward 
lowering  the  borrowing  amount.  Also  individuals  or  groups  could  pledge 
toward  this  purchasing  to  assist  in  reducing  the  borrowing  amount.  After 
much  discussion,  Amendment  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Standing  vote  on 
Amendment.  Yes  -  79  votes;  No  -  3  votes.  Therefore  the  article  now 
reads  to  tack  $9,000  from  the  Burnham  lot  fund  and  borrow  not  exceeding 
$42,000  at  10£%  interest  to  purhcase  the  Oak  Park  Fairground  property 
from  Mrs.  Goyette  of  Peterborough,  NH.  Voted  in  the  affirmative.  Moved 
and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the  money. 

Article  29  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,400  for  the  purpose  of  winterizing  the  Fire  Station  and  Town  Garage. 
Bob  Geisel,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  /Committee,  rdcommended  raising  these 
monies  for  this  purpose.  After  some  discussion  voted  in  the  affirmative.

Article  30  -  A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Selectman  Brooks  for  the  good 
looking  Town  Report  and  for  getting  it  out  to  the  voters  so  far  ahead 
for  the  voters  to  read.   James  Conway  thanked  the  citizens  for  the 
corporation  the  fire  department  has  received  from  them. 

The  Selectmen  was  asked  about  if  the  town's  people  could  go  into  the 
town  lots  that  have  been  lumbered  and  cut  up  the  tree  limbs  for  the  fire- 
wood. Mr.  Brooks  stated  yes,  but  a  fee  would  be  charged  per  cord  for 
same.  The  Selectmen  would  think  about  this  and  come  up  with  a  price. 

Robert  Geisel  presented  the  following  resolution.  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  support  a  resolution  calling  for  the  appointment  of  a  conmittee 
comprised  of  not  fewer  than  six  members  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the 
possibility  and  feasability  of  alternatives  to  the  present  system  of 
education  offered  to  the  children  of  Greenfield,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.  The  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator.  Moved  and  seconded  to 
accept  this  resolution. 

Chairman  Paul  Brooks,  Selectmen,  stated  that  anyone  wishing  to  serve 
on  this  committee  stop  in  at  the  Town  Office  and  see  the  Selectmen.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Spring  thaws  raised  havoc  with  portions  of  the  Old  County  Road, 
Slip  Road  and  Old  Mountain  Road  necessitating  the  purchase  of  consid- 
erable amounts  of  costly  gravel  and  the  hiring  of  additional  equipment. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  determine  the  presence  of  sand  and  gravel 
on  any  town-owned  land.  We  are  also  interested  in  hearing  from  any 
landowners  who  feel  that  they  have  a  good  source  of  these  materials. 

We  were  very  pleased  with  the  work  done  by  Monadnock  Structures 
in  repairing  the  Meeting  House  Steeple  and  express  our  thanks  to  East 
Coast  Steel  for  donating  the  use  of  their  crane  to  paint  the  uppermost 
extremities . 

We  regret  the  fact  that  Anna  has  decided  to  retire  from  the  elective 
positions  she  has  held  for  so  many  years.  She  has  kept  us  informed  about 
many  hidden  activities  around  town  and  we  will  mis  her  around  the  office. 

A  group  has  been  formed  to  study  and  plan  for  future  uses  of  the 
"Fairgrounds  Lot".  They  have  had  several  meetings,  a  report  on  which 
is  contained  in  this  1982  Annual  Report. 

We  wish  to  thank  Ellen  Hartsog,  "Dot"  Gilbert,  members  of  the  Budget 
Advisory  Committee,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission,  Library 
Trustees,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  School  Board,  Board  of  Adjustment 
and  Recreation  Conmittee  who  have  given  freely  of  their  time  and  energy 
in  the  interests  of  the  Town  of  Greenfield. 

We  regret  that  we  ended  the  financial  year  in  the  red.  Major  cir- 
cumstances which  lead  to  this  deficit  were  (1)  Huge  overdraft  in  Highway 
Budget,  (2)  Failure  to  receive  our  budgeted  allot tment  from  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  (in  excess  of  $6,000)  and  (3)  One-half  payment  on  the 
"Fairground  Lot"  without  borrowing. 

We  also  want  to  express  out  thanks  to  members  of  our  volunteer 
Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad  for  hours  of  free  time  to  make  Green- 
fied  a  safer  place  to  live. 

We  hope  that  we  will  see  you  at  the  pre- town  meeting  on  March  4,  1983 
at  7:30  p.m.  where  you  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  candidates 
running  for  office  for  the  coming  year  and  participate  in  a  discussion 
session  of  past  and  upcoming  appropriations.

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LETTER     TO     BOARD     OF     SELECTMEN 


March  23,   1982 

Dear  Board  Members: 

On  March  12,  1982  Mr.  Carl  Woodbury  of  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Manage- 
ment inspected  the  Greenfield  transfer  station  behind  the  town  highway 
garage.  Although  the  old  landfill  site  should  be  closed  out  now  that 
the  transfer  station  and  recycling  center  is  operating,  major  amount  of 
refuse  continue  to  be  dumped.  Also,  mattresses,  stuffed  furniture, 
asphalt  roofing  and  garbage  has  been  dumped  in  the  brush  pile.  These 
items  may  not  be  burned  and  must  be  removed. 

The  Town  of  Greenfield,  therefore,  is  ordered  to  close  out  its  landfill 
site  by  June  1,  1982.  Currents  state  regulations  require  the  following 
steps : 

1.  The  landfill  slopes  must  be  compacted  and  graded  to  a  slope  of 
no  greater  than  2:1  in  all  places. 

2.  The  top  of  the  landfill  must  be  graded  to  a  slope  of  at  least 
2%  to  allow  for  surface  runoff. 

3.  The  entire  landfill  must  be  covered  with  12  inches  of  impervious 
materials  containing  a  substantial  amount  of  silt  or  clay  that 
will  prevent  rain  from  penetrating  the  landfill.  A  Bureau  rep- 
resentative must  inspect  and  approve  this  material  prior  to 
placement . 

4.  A  layer  of  12  inches  of  soil  capable  of  supporting  vegetation 
must  then  be  spread  over  the  entire  site  with  the  top  4"  -  6" 
being  loan. 

5.  The  covered  landfill  must  be  seeded  with  soil-stablilizing 
vegetation. 

6.  The  landfill  must  be  inspected  regularly  after  closure  and  any 
cracking  or  erosion  must  be  corrected. 

Once  the  closure  is  complete,  areas  may  be  designated  for  brush,  tires, 
and  metal  piles  to  use  in  conjunction  with  the  transfer  station.  These 
sites  must  be  kept  free  of  all  refuse  and  other  unauthorized  materials.

Although  the  Town  has  not  have  a  leash  law,  any  dog  who  chases 
or  bites  passersby  must  be  restrained  if  a  written  complaint  is  re- 
ceived by  me.  This  particular  problem  has  been  more  prevalant  causing 
restraining  orders  to  be  sent  to  many  dog  owners  in  1982  as  well  as 
damage  bills  for  payment. 

Again  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  your  cooperation 
in  licensing  your  pets  as  this  is  the  only  sure  way  of  getting  them 
safely  back  should  they  stray.  Of  course,  it  is  that  time  again  too! 
I  will  be  planning  a  rabies  clinic  this  year  and  will  post  more  notices 
when  the  date  is  established  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  Veterinarian.  This 
seemed  to  be  a  help  in  getting  pets  properly  vaccinated  and  tagged. 

A  reminder  to  homeowners  who  have  rentals.  Any  tenant  who  has  a 
dog  should  be  listed  on  annual  Inventory  of  Property  which  is  mailed  to 
you  and  returned  to  the  Selectmen.  This  will  be  followed  up  more 
closely  on  1983  Inventories  by  Jane  Kellogg,  Secretary,  who  has  been 
a  great  help  to  me  in  doing  animal  control.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  faced  into  many  adversities  in  1982 
that  resulted  in  overdrafts.  Working  with  a  budget  that  was  restrictive 
to  begin  with,  we  were  hit  with  a  severe  winter  maintenance  cost  that  no 
one  could  forsee.   In  1980  and  1981  sand,  salt  and  plow  sander  maintenance 
cost  the  town  $5,205.85.   In  comparison  1982  cost  for  the  same  item  was 
$16,873.50.  The  army  surplus  trucks  purchased  in  1976  for  $300.00 
finally  wore  out  and  became  too  unreliable  and  costly  to  repair.  The 
loss  of  these  trucks  forced  the  department  to  rent  replacement  equipment. 
The  April  7th  snowstorm  (24  inches)  alone  cost  $3,500.00  to  cleanup. 

Summer  maintenance  used  Subsidy  monies  for  graveling  portions  of 
County  Road,  Slip  Road,  Gulf  Road  and  South  Francestown  Road.  New 
subsidy  monies  were  spent  to  shim  South  Bennington  road  which  was  later 
sealed.  Overall  Subsidy  money  was  cut  $5,000.00  in  1982.  T.R.A.  allot- 
ment was  used  to  gravel  a  section  of  Old  Mountain  Road. 

The  Cornwell  Road  project  included  the  cutting  of  trees  and  brush, 
removing  stumps,  widening  roadway  and  graveling.  The  developer  paid 
the  Town  $5,000.00  which  was  used  on  the  project. 

Again  this  year  an  increasing  amount  of  maintained  mileage  and  a 
demand  for  well-maintained  roads  plus  the  severe  winter  put  a  burden  on 
the  budget  that  had  to  result  in  overdraft. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  various  committees  and  the 
citizens  of  Greenfield  for  their  cooperation  this  past  year.

GREENFIELD  PLANNING  BOARD 


Planning  Board  activities  in  1982  were  deeply  divided  between  land- 
use  or  transfer  matters  and  work  on  the  Comprehensive  Plan.  One  result 
of  this  divided  effort  was  that  the  Comprehensive  Plan  was  not  completed 
in  this  year,  as  had  been  hoped. 

Progress  was  made,  however.  In  a  continuing  series  of  special  meet- 
ings, basic  studies  for  the  Plan  were  drafted,  and  major  portions  of  the 
over-all  plan  for  Greenfield's  future  were  written.  Spirited  discussions 
on  both  practical  and  philosophic  aspects  of  the  Plan  continue.  As  always, 
the  Board  welcomes  inputs  from  interested  citizens. 

Meanwhile  the  Board  dealt  with  six  separate  applications  to  subdivide, 
for  a  total  of  sixteen  lots;  also  with  three  site  plans  involving  non- 
residential uses  of  land  or  buildings.  Where  variances  were  sought,  the 
Board  worked  closely  with  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment .  The  Board 
also  met  with  a  number  of  parties  seeking  guidance  on  land-transfer 
matters. 

Prior  to  the  1982  town  meeting,  the  Board  held  public  hearings  on 
several  proposed  zoning  amendments  designed  to  help  preserve  the  historic 
character  of  the  town  center.  One,  a  measure  to  lessen  the  impact  of 
further  manufacturing  industry  on  the  center  of  town,  was  defeated;  others 
passed  handily.  The  Board  continues  to  hope  that  industry  bringing  with 
it  heavy  truck  traffic  or  uncontrolled  expansion  may  ultimately  be  located 
in  a  separate,  designated  "Industrial"  zone.  Home-based  family  industry, 
as  in  the  past,  is  encouraged  anywhere  in  town. 

At  year's  end  the  Board  had  upgraded  existing  land-use  regulations  to 
conform  with  recent  state  legislation.  Also  in  preparation:  new  regu- 
lations governing  excavations  -  with  provisions  to  protect  ground  water, 
screening  from  roadways  and  residences,  and  adequate  site-restoration 
when  operations  cease.  Late  in  the  year,  George  Morrison  joined  the 
Board  as  an  alternate  member.

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STEPHENSON  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  REPORT 


More  readers  reading  more  books,  expertly  guided  by  Velma  Stone, 
Greenfield's  helpful  and  friendly  librarian,  is  the  library's  story  of 
the  year. 

The  town  elementary  school  children  come  several  times  a  week  to 
borrow  books,  to  hear  stories,  and  to  see  movies  -  punch  and  cookies  at 
holiday  times,  too.  In  summer,  there's  even  more  for  the  young  ones: 
reading  programs,  with  awards,  craft  projects,  Little  Red  Wagon  dramas 
and  lots  of  encouragement  and  incentive  to  read  and  find  out. 

A  major  event  this  year  was  the  restoration  of  The  Bookmobile,  sus- 
spended  last  year  due  to  budget  cutting  at  the  State  Library,  but  now 
regularly  supplying  us  with  contemporary  books.  Added  books,  including 
most  best  sellers.  Our  magazine  racks  carry  current  issues  of  more  than 
twenty-five  periodicals;  our  record  collection  contains  much  of  the  best 
in  music  -  classical,  carols,  country  and  rock.  There's  even  a  wide 
assortment  of  mail  order  caralogs,  for  those  looking  for  gift  ideas. 

The  Greenfield  Woman's  Club  from  the  Library's  beginning  has  gener- 
ously donated  furniture,  equipment,  furnishings.  In  the  past  two  years 
the  Club  has  given  storm  windows  and  screens,  as  well  as  much  needed  in- 
sulation to  increase  comfort  and  reduce  heating  costs.  Many  individuals 
give  books,  magazines,  and  reference  material.  Our  friends  are  many;  we 
thank  them  for  their  continuing  interest. 

During  the  annual  Library  Week  observance,  Chet  Soule  talked  on  stamp 
collecting.  The  children  displayed  many  original  book  posters  on  a 
clothesline.  At  other  times,  local  artists  loaned  displays  of  needlepoint, 
watercolors,  photographs,  and  gravestone  rubbings.  More  displays  are 
planned  for  1983.  On  five  successive  Mondays  we  invited  the  public  to 
see  various  movies  -  complete  with  coffee  and  popcorn. 

We  remind  everyone  that  books  no  longer  circulated  are  for  sale  year 
around  in  the  Library  basement  -  good  and  interesting  bargains.  We  also 
sold  some  of  these  at  the  Woman's  Club  Harvest  Fair. 

While  the  interior  is  cleaned  and  polished  regularly,  heavier  wall 
and  floor  cleaning  is  needed,  as  are  repairs  to  several  windows.  The 
movie  projector,  used  by  many  groups  in  town,  needs  repair  or  replacement.

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GREENFIELD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1982  was  a  busy  year.  In  the  first  full  year  of  our  modern  com- 
munications system,  that  has  our  547-2000  telephone  number  answered 
at  the  County  Dispatch  Center  in  Goffstown,  we  received  3,426  telephone 
calls.  The  dispatchers  determined  741  of  these  calls  were  emergency 
situations  and  had  an  officer  responding  within  seconds,  for  a  quick 
arrival  to  lend  assistance.  Also  the  Departments  two  radios  made  3,498 
transmissions  while  carrying  out  police  duties. 

74  court  cases  were  entered  in  1982.  All  trials  resulted  in  guilty 
findings  and  $6,350  worth  of  fines  were  levied  against  offenders.  10 
persons  below  the  legal  age  were  convicted  of  possession  of  alcoholic 
beverage  and  fined  $55  each.  6  persons  were  penalized,  the  standard 
fine  of  $165  each,  for  possession  of  drugs.  This  Department  is  par- 
ticipating in  the  state  wide  task  force  program  against  the  drunk 
driver.  8  persons  were  convicted  of  DWI,  3  of  those  individuals  were 
repeat  offenders  who  had  prior  convictions  for  the  same  offense! 

As  the  economy  puts  pressure  on  everyone,  our  property  crime  rate 
increased.  18  burglaries  were  committed,  10  thefts  and  4  cars  were 
stolen.  The  4  stolen  cars  were  recovered,  as  well  as  a  collection  of 
10  firearms  stolen  in  Connecticut,  and  recently  an  8-foot  by  12-foot 
American  Flag  stolen  from  Jaffrey. 

You  can  protect  yourself  from  being  a  victim  of  a  property  offense. 
Record  the  serial  numbers  of  your  valuables  that  have  them  (guns,  stereos, 
cameras,  etc.),  take  pictures  of  your  antiques  and  jewelry.  Let  us  know 
when  you  are  going  to  be  away  and  we  will  check  your  property.  It  is 
much  easier  to  prevent  a  crime  than  solve  one.  If  you  are  concerned, 
give  us  a  call  and  we  will  review  your  property  and  see  what  can  be 
done  to  make  it  safer. 

One  of  the  most  important  summer  functions  of  the  Police  Department 
is  to  patrol  the  two  town  beaches.  In  1972  a  Town  Ordinance  was  passed 
that  allows  only  Greenfield  residents  and  taxpayers  to  use  them.  1Vith 
the  Chief  being  a  full-time  employee,  a  great  deal  of  attention  can  be 
given  to  the  beaches,  and  we  have  had  a  very  successful  patrol  program. 
One  individual  from  Lyndeborough  who  refused  to  honor  our  ordinace 
and  was  caught  on  Zephyr  Lake  Beach  several  times,  was  summoned  to 
court  and  paid  $55  in  fines.  Many  of  you  who  use  Zephyr  Lake  Beach 
noticed  the  picnic  table  was  destroyed  by  vandals.  This  winter  we 
made  a  Police  Department  project  of  rebuilding  it  and  its  ready  for 
next  summer. 

One  of  our  greatest  concerns  in  Police  work  is  our  liability  in  the 
use  of  force.  The  Town  of  Bedford  recently  had  a  $300,000  court  judge- 
ment against  it,  because  one  of  its  police  officers  incorrectly  used 
his  handgun.  In  order  to  protect  Greenfield's  liability  we  have  made 
several  accomplishments  in  the  area  of  firearms  training.  In  September 
1981,  I  completed  a  week-long  police  Firearms  Instructors  School  and 
in  May  of  1982,  I  attended  the  Ruger  Firearms  week-long  Armourer's 
Training  Program.  This  has  enabled  me  to  obtain  and  share  with  other 
officers,  information  on  the  laws  pertaining  to- the  use  of  firearms, 
how  they  mechanically  work,  and  to  be  a  range  officer  during  qualification

courses  for  practical  experience.  On  the  firing  range,  Officer  Philip 
Woodbury  has  distinquished  himself  by  scoring  in  the  top  rating  of 
over  97%  accuracy.  I  score  in  the  next  rating  of  over  93%. 

For  us,  1982  was  a  good  year.  We  in  the  Department  feel  close  to 
you,  we  represent  you,  and  we  appreciate  the  strong  support  that  you 
have  given  us.

TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business! 
This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands, 
Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were 
passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program 
of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years, 
established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per 
fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come  about  through 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program. 
The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire 
wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  depart- 
ments, and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local  governments  provide 
the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy 
wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost  to 
forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  compared  to 
the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  state/towns  and  our  entire 
citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

The  Rescue  Squad  was  kept  busy  answering  31  calls  for  medical  aid  and 
4  auto  accidents  with  injuries.  The  new  Rescue  Truck  was  put  into  service 
in  August  and  with  some  vital  new  equipment  added. 

Four  members  completed  a  First  Responder  Course  and  six  are  presently 
taking  E.M.T.  training.  Of  the  23  members  in  the  Fire  Department,  15 
have  medical  training  per  state  standard. 

New  storm  windows  and  doors  were  installed  in  the  meeting  area  of  the 
Station;  also  weather  stripping  around  the  overhead  doors  and  ceiling 
fans  were  installed  in  the  apparatus  bay. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Greenfield  and  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

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GREENFIELD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


During  the  past  year,  the  Commission  has  completed  its  effort  in 
cooperation  with  the  Citizen's  Task  Force  on  acid  precipitation.  Our 
measurements  of  the  precipitation  that  fell  in  Greenfield  during  1982 
ranged  from  a  pH  of  3.0  to  5.0  with  an  average  for  the  year  of  3.9.  The 
pH  of  normal  precipitation  is  5.6;  which  means  that  the  rain,  sleet  and 
snow  falling  in  Greenfield  last  year  was  50  times  more  acid  than  normal. 
We  are  not  alone,  however;  the  average  for  all  of  New  Hampshire  was  a  pH 
of  4.1.  On  the  basis  of  these  measurements,  we  have  decided  to  institute 
an  acid  measurement  program  at  Sunset,  Zephyr  and  Otter  Lakes. 

Through  the  efforts  of  one  of  our  members,  a  garbage  composting  pit 
has  been  established  and  drums  for  the  collection  of  hazardous  wastes 
have  been  placed  at  the  Greenfield  Recycling  Center. 

As  a  result  of  continuing  efforts  on  the  part  of  developer  lobbying, 
the  Dredge  and  Fill  legislation  in  New  Hampshire  has  been  watered  down 
to  a  point  where  it  is  not  much  of  a  protection  for  our  wetlands.  This 
plus  a  60  percent  reduction  in  the  staffing  of  the  Wetland  Board,  has 
caused  us  to  channel  our  efforts  toward  helping  our  own  Planning  Board 
in  delineating  and  zoning  wetland  areas. 

We  have  received  a  copy  of  a  report  on  the  testing  carried  out  by  the 
State's  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  during  1980.  At 
that  time  in  Zephyr  Lake,  the  nitrate,  phosphate  and  vascular  plant  levels 
are  such  as  to  indicate  that  tie  lake  is  on  the  border  of  becoming  eutrophic. 
This  is  the  stage  in  the  life  of  a  lake  where  it  becomes  choked  by  weeks 
with  a  heavy  growth  of  algae  and  a  depressed  level  of  free  oxygen,  and 
the  lake  slowly  dies.  Zephyr  Lake  is  a  shallow  lake  and  this  will  accel- 
erate the  eutrophic  condition.  The  tests  taken  by  the  State  indicate  an 
unnaturally  high  level  of  nutrients  (nitrates  and  phosphates)  which,  in 
turn,  suggests  man  made  pollution  from  septic  system  effluent.  During 
the  Summer  months  ahead,  this  Commission  will  be  taking  water  samples  to 
be  tested  in  order  to  determine  the  source  of  pollution  if  one  does  exist. 
It  is  also  our  intent  to  test  the  coleform  levels  in  both  beach  areas  as 
well  to  assure  that  the  water  is  safe  to  swim  in.  Sunset  Lake  must  be 
watched  also  because  there  are  moderate  levels  of  nutrientes  showing  in 
the  tests  of  this  lake.

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TOWN  JOURNAL 

The  past  year  was  busy,  but  peaceful,  in  the  town  of  Greenfield. 
Issues  of  taxation  and  educational  quality  shared  the  spotlight  with 
concern  for  the  environment,  land  use,  and  the  quality  of  life  in 
Greenfield  and  beyond. 

Early  in  the  new  year,  Union  Congregational  Church  sadly  bid 
farewell  to  Rev.  Alexander  Dreese  and  his  wife,  Becky,  as  they  moved 
to  Somersworth  to  take  on  the  challenge  of  building  a  new  church. 
Velma  Stone  was  appointed  to  replace  Becky  as  town  librarian.  Edward 
Dahl  of  Hancock  was  named  interim  minister,  and  a  search  committee 
began  the  process  of  selecting  a  permanent  pastor. 

A  heavy  blanket  of  winter  snow  lured  the  Crotched  Mountain  Ridge 
Runners  out  to  the  trails,  and  the  Girl  Scouts  braved  the  drifts  to 
bring  cookies  to  every  sweet  tooth.  In  more  weighty  matters,  Congress- 
man  Judd  Gregg  told  the  Greenfield  Men's  Club  that  Congress  would  have 
to  balance  the  budget  by  making  additional  spending  cuts,  especially 
in  the  areas  of  defense  and  social  welfare. 

Even  as  early  as  January,  Greenfield  was  gearing  up  for  March 
politics.  Selectman  Ed  Conley  resigned,  leaving  his  unexpire  term  to 
be  filled.  The  planning  board  held  hearings  to  consider  changes  in 
zoning  that  would  effect  mobile  homes,  as  well  as  industry  in  the 
business  zone.  By  March,  spirits  were  running  high,  and  several  hot 
races  marked  election  day. 

Meanwhile,  proponents  of  an  equitable  school  tax  circulated  a 
petition  for  a  special  warrant  article  at  the  school  district  meeting. 
Charging  that  several  Conval  towns  are  paying  a  disproportionate  levy 
for  education  (Greenfield's  rate  being  the  highest  at  $20.80)  the 
article  proposed  a  new  formula  for  setting  the  rate.  Several  residents 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  change  at  the  district  meeting,  but  heavy  oppo- 
sition defeated  the  article.  Undeterred,  Greenfield  town  meeting 
authorized  the  formation  of  a  committee  to  explore  alternative  educa- 
tional options  for  the  town. 

In  other  town  business,  voters  agreed  to  purchase  Oak  Park  Fair- 
grounds from  Mrs.  Hazel  Goyette  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $52,000, 
pledged  their  support  of  the  bottle  bill,  and  took  a  stand  in  favor  of 
a  nuclear  arms  freeze.  The  budget  passed  with  some  changes. 

March  brought  special  awards  fo  some  residents.  Ian  Thompson,  Ian 
Stevenson,  and  Joel  Richard  won  the  Cub  Scout  Pack  271  pinewood  racing 
derby,  and  Velma  Stone  was  honored  for  her  outstanding  leadership  in 
the  American  Camping  Association.  Not  so  lucky  was  the  Greenfield/ 
H&nnook  covered  bridge,  which  was  termed  "functionally  obsolete"  in  a 
state  report. 

A  new  combined  senior /youth  program,  designed  by  Greenfield* s 
John  Dyett,  was  initiated  with  a  successful  canoe  trip.  Intergenera- 
tional  Adventure  will  be  a  link  between  young  and  old,  to  the  benefit 
of  all.  The  project  is  being  developed  with  the  assistance  of  "Senior 
Times"  magazine. 

April '8  warmer  days  coaxed  out  baseballs  and  gloves,  and  the 
Recreation.  Committee  issued  a  call  for  ball  players  and  coaches.  Many 
residents  had  the  road  salt  and  winter  grime  rinsed  off  their  cars  by 
fund-raising  Cub  Scouts.  The  Greenfield  School  Study  Committee  met  to 
set  their  objectives. 

April  was  a  month  for  face  lifts.  Ice  damaged  raads  were  resur- 
faced. New  storm  windows,  gift  of  the  Greenfield  Women's  Club,  were 
installed  at  the  library.  A  gleaming  new  copper  cap  was  ordered  for 
the  meeting  house  steeple  as  part  of  the  repair  program. 
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In  May,  the  Girl  Scouts  concluded  their  successful  year  with 
music,  awards,  and  a  spaghetti  supper.  Chairwoman  Dorothy  Drake  was 
honored  for  thirty- five  years  service,  by  the  Swiftwater  Council. 
Anther  "winner"  was  qui  Iter  Kathy  Post,  for  her  "card  trick"  hanging 
at  Joseph' 8  Coat  in  Peterborough.  The  Conval  band  led  the  Memorial 
Day  parade,  and  the  Cub  Scouts  finally  took  their  long-awaited  trip 
to  Battleship  Cove. 

For  the  town's  191st  June  birthday,  the  Historical  Society 
hosted  a  display  of  old  dental  and  blacksml thing  tools,  cooking  uten- 
sils, and  baskets.  A  dowsing  demonstration  and  slide  program  of  old 
Greenfield  industries  topped  the  day.  The  church's  new  pastor,  John 
V.  Eaton,  was  welcomed  to  Greenfield  from  Rutland,  Vermont.  A  surprise 
bequest  from  the  estate  of  Doris  E.  Belcher  brought  a  boon  to  Green- 
field's col lege- bound.  A  $25,000  fund  now  provides  scholarship  money 
to  deserving  students. 

An  announcement  by  Rymes  Oil,  Inc.,  of  Antrim,  that  it  would  soon 
be  opening  a  self-service  gasoline  station  opposite  the  meeting  house, 
sparked  complaints  from  the  town's  other  gas  dealers.  Despite  a  threat- 
ened suit  by  Town  and  Country  Store,  the  station  was  in  operation  by 
the  year's  end.  Greenfield  Industries  was  also  granted  a  license  to 
dispense  gasoline,  and  there  are  now  four  places  in  the  village  where 
drivers  may  fill  up  their  tanks. 

The  long,  lazy  days  of  summer  found  many  sunburned  bathers  at  the 
town  beaches.  How  lucky  we  are  to  have  swimming  right  in  town!  Tax 
Collector  Anna  Chute  spent  early  summer  at  the  town  offices,  process* 
ing  the  receipts  from  the  town's  first  semi-annual  tax  collection. 
With  regret,  selectmen  accepted  the  resignation  of  school  board  member 
Louise  Force,  who  moved  to  the  north  country  with  her  family.  Kevin 
Rushalko  was  appointed  to  succeed  her.  Another  windfall  came  to  the 
town  from  the  estate  of  Ralph  T.  Sayles.  His  $14,613  bequest  will 
provide  a  dam  and  pond  at  Proctor  Reservation  Area.  On  the  sports 
scene,  the  Greenfield  Little  League  took  third  place  In  the  Crotched 
Mountain  League. 

September  came  all  too  quickly  for  the  town's  children.  Ball- 
games,  summer  reading,  and  swimming  lessons  gave  way  to  the  three  R's. 
Doug  Pierson  was  welcomed  to  the  Greenfield  School  as  the  new  princi- 
pal, replacing  Moe  Le  Flem,  who  has  moved  on  to  Peterborough  Middle 
School.  The  chess  champions  got  right  to  work,  polishing  up  their 
tactics  to  defeat  Antrim  Elementary  for  the  Peterborough  Rotary  Club 
revolving  trobhy.  A  letter  from  student  Jamie  Dyer  to  Congressman 
Judd  Gregg  brought  a  feag  for  the  school's  new  flag  pole. 

Fall  was  a  time  for  showing  off.  The  fire  department  aqqulred  a 
a  new  rescue  van  and  invited  the  townspeople  to  inspect  it.  The 
Woman's  Club  turned  out  a  fine  display  of  handicrafts  and  home  baked 
goodies  to  tempt  shoppers  at  the  annual  Harvest  Fair.  The  Massachu* 
setts  Audubon  Society  welcomed  visitors  to  Otter  Lake,  where  it  will 
open  the  Wildwood  Nature  Camp,  in  cooperation  with  Otter  Lake  Con- 
servation School. 

Figures  released  late  in  the  year  by  the  New  Hampshire  Office  of 
State  Planning  confirmed  what  town  redidents  already  knew:  our  proper- 
ty taxes  are  rising.  Between  1970  and  1980,  taxable  valuation  per 
person  in  Greenfield  rose  1201.  This  high  increase  is  partly  due  to 
the  fact  that  our  tax e base  has  held  steady*  while  the  population 
figure  has  decreased.  Employees  and  patients  at  Crotched  Mountain 
Rehabilitation  Center  are  no  longer  considered  town  residents. 

Adding  to  the  town's  tax  woes  was  the  closing  of  a  potential 
source  of  revenue,  the  windfarm  at  Crotched  Mountain.  This  first-of- 
its-kind  operation,  begun  with  much  fanfare  in  1980  and  joining  the 
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town's  tax  roll  this  past  spring,  ceased  operation  in  November  due 
to  insufficient  wind  on  the  mountain.  The  future  of  the  project  is 
uncertain,  with  either  sale  or  dismantling  being  considered. 

A  charge  of  job  discrimination,  aimed  at  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
remains  unsettled  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Zita  Anderson  criticized 
the  board  for  turning  down  her  application  to  serve  as  a  special 
police  officer.  Although  Chief  Burrage  spoke  in  her  behalf,  Mrs. 
Anderson  was  rejected  on  the  grounds  that  unrest  in  the  department 
makes  it  inadvisable  to  appoint  any  special  officers  at  this  time. 

December  was  launched  with  the  Snowflake  Fantasy  Fair,  which 
drew  a  large  crowd  in  search  of  stocking  stuffers.  Cy  and  Karen 
Johnson,  once  again,  graciously  opened  Camp  Union  for  the  annual 
Christmas  banquet.  Over  300  hungry  folks  were  served  by  Bob  Geisel 
and  his  crew.  An  old-fashioned  holiday  get-together  was  enjoyed  by 
the  Historical  Society,  and  Santa  Claus  came  to  town  to  delight  the 
youngsters  at  the  Recreation  Committee's  Christmas  party,  a  happy 
affair  that  included  one  of  the  films  in  the  Committee's  popular  fall 
movie  series. 

The  last  days  of  1982  brought  balmy  days,  bare  ground,  and  the 
untimely  death  of  Gov.  Hugh  Gallen.  Still,  our  spirits  were  season- 
ably brightened  by  Dorothy  Gilbert's  gift  of  a  town  Chrieiunas  tree 
on  the  common.  By  the  light  of  that  tree,  the  town  can  look  back  on 
a  year  of  peace  and  progress.
